“Merton of the Movies”

Perhaps many people who have 
read the story of “Merton of the 
Movies” and seen it in the play at 
the Hiltmore Theater, wonder if 
it ie true to picture life. As a 
matter of fact, there are to the 
moving-picture expert, very few 
jarring notes in it. The three 
scenes in which a motion-picture 
camera is actually at work are ex- 
tremely interesting, as well as 
realiatic.

Bureau with offices in Los Angeles. Attention will be directed to fake 
land, oil, mining and other stock promotion schemes. 1 

He said that since the recent 
unrest in Mexico had been quelled 
ahd recognition granted by 
United States, Mexico City, Guada- 
lajara, Tampico and other cities 
jin the republic. had been flooded 


with fake promoters that had, by 
liberal use of the Mexican mails, 
defrauded mumerous investors. 
The fake promoters unable to 
operate in the United States or 
Canada, had removed their multi- 


The American postal authorities 
were helpless to prevent these 
frauds as no agreement existed be- 
tween the postal authorities of 
both countries and the Mexican 
officials were only able to co-op- 
erate in stopping the fakes in 3 
secondary manner. Mexico is 
now able to issue a fraud order list, 
similar to that issued by the Post- 
office Department at Washington 
and violation of the postal rules

dividuals or “companies.”

at once to mind and body. 

There are, in the practice of the healing 


arts, and there have always been, what I 


May call medical fads and _ therapeutics 
which have their day and their fashion. 
These are ephemeral and passing,gjust’ be- 
cause they are not founded. upon sound 
natural principles. 

Consider the almost innumerMle drugs 


that have been the fashion of the day, and 


that now are obsolete in the pharmacopeia. 
The evolution of materia medica and pre- 
scription-writing has been from poly-pharm- 
acy to mono-pharmacy, and I dare say ere 
long it will be to nonpharmacy just because 
the whole theory of drugs is unnatural. — 
Sunshine, correct eating, and proper ex- 
ercise have always been the mainstay of the 
healing art. Dietetics will attain its full 
scientific status When it becomes an -exact 
biochemical science. The chemistry of food 
must therefore be based upon the physio- 


logical chemistry of the body. , 


When we shall have determined mathe- 
matically the amounts of various simple ele- 
ments increased and decreased in diseased 
processes, and supply or withold one or the 
other in each case through a careful study 
of the case before observation, then and not 
until then, have we a scientific dietary for 


each patient. 


Now what I want to emphasize in my talk 
to you is the peculiar relation between food 
for the body and food for the mind, and the 


processes which present an analogy between 


care of the body and care of the mind. 

It is now over twenty years since the 
splendid and, may I say, fearless, presenta- 
tion of the findings of that eminent psycholo- 
sist of Vienna, Sigmund Freud, have en- 
gaged the attention of equally fearless and 
unbiased physicians. These findings are ex- 
panding and growing and touching every 
field of culture and education, but they are 
pre-eminently intended as a system of heal 
ing therapy. 

The steps and processes in the healing of 
nervous and mental disorders, and in 
dietetic procedures, are in my mind similar. 
To begin the treatment of a patient. 
dietetically we first give attention to elimi- 
nation, consisting of thorough internal baths 
and cleansing external baths, etc. 

In psychoanalytic treatment, the first 
operative step is what has been called by 
Freud himself, mental catharsis,” which is 
virtually a cleansing of the unconscious. 
This preliminary step is as important in re- | 
lation to the mind as it is to the body. With- 
out it, subsequent steps would not give re- 
sults. 

Then the next step—we have fasting on 
the schedule. Under psychoanalysis the in- 
junction to the patient is that he is to with- 
hold from discussion of his case, or the 
mentioning of his symptoms to relatives and 
friends. He virtually fasts from gossip and 
self-pity and all the mental by-products 
which might clog his consciousness and in- 


tertere with the successful handling of his 


case. 

Under diet we have sun baths, and shall I 
call it, “aeration.” 

In psychoanalysis Freud used the terms 
“abreaction,” which means bringing to the 
surface all the impurities stored in the dark 
recesses of his mind. We have the process 
for probing the complexes in phycho- 
analysis. | 

Complexes are the constellations of ideds 
of a psycho-pathological nature around one 
central idea, just as in the body we have 
accretions in the alimentary canal around 
some hindering and toxic agent. 

Now, as in natural therapy, so far as diet 
is concerned, we often have a cure effected 
simply through the fast and elimination; 30, 
with analysis, through the analagous steps 
up to the one mentioned, the resolving of 


the complex, often satisfactory results are 


obtained. 

Some analysts who have gone beyond 
Freud, such as Baudoin, Jung and others, 
use what I might call psychosyuthesis, or 
giving the patient the benefit, of re-educa- 
tion and building up through suggestjens 


the healthful reactions. 


With dietetics we also outline a prophy- 


- lactic measure and proper dietetic directions 


for the future welfare of the patient. Now 
I am certain that complete results can only 
be obtained when attention is first given to 
the hygiene, physiology and biochemistry 


therapeutic measures that will give him the 
basis for a sound mind in a sound body. |

They have all observed that what is one 
man’s food is another man's poison, but just 
why this is so is by na means sb well known. 

We would, therefore, call the attention of 
both the laity and the physicians in this con- 
vention to a few salient facts. They are 
first ot all to be found in the natural dit- 
ferences between man and man. 

Characterologists have divided the hu- 

race into five types, viz.: the intelle¢- 
tual, or mental type, that is, the man of 
slight body, weak digestion, low physical 
energy, but of large brain and spinal cord. 
whose preponderant element fs phosphorus, 
which he needs in the process of thinking, 
and which therefore must be supplied in the 
diet if his brain is to do its best work. 

The next is the anergetic, or muscular 
type, with relatively good digestion, medium 
heart and lung eapacity, frequently small 
brain, whose: basic element is iron, which 
he needs to carry the oxygen to the muscles, 
where foods are transformed into physical 
energy. His work is constantly breaking. 
down his body, so he needs not only iron, 
but protein as well, and it is, therefore, a 
mistake to remove these two elements from 
his diet. 

The food, which would abundantly nourish 
the intelleétwal, will starve the muscular, 
and the food which adequately supplies the 
need of the muscular would choke the intel- 
lectual. 

It is therefore plain that these two types, 
or rather individuals in which characteris 
"ties of these types are strongly marked, 
must be nourished quite differently, if they 
are to function at their highest efficiency. 

What ig true of the forenamed types is 
equally true of the others: each has chemit- 
cal peculiarities in his organism which must 
be considered when dietetic prescription be- 
comes necessary. 

Then thére is another factor "frequently 
overlooked by laity and profession alike, 
that is, the natural distribution of. aw 
cording to season. It is a mistake to eat 
too many green leaves in winter iu regions 
where it is twenty below zero. Nuts, grains, 
dried fruits and vegetables are nature’s sup- 
ply in those regions. It being cold on the 
outside, she supplies us with heat-generating 
foods on the inside, while in summer both 
these conditions are reversed, 

These are a few facts which should be 
more thoroughly studied by those who are 
interested in health and vitality. 


Dr. John C. Farnsworth: 
Functions of Nerves 

LL funetion is the result of nerve im- 

pulse, which in turn is the result of an 
excitation or stimulation of nerve endings.. 
The afferent functions are those impulses 
traveling toward the center; the efferent, 
those traveling away from the center. 

Among the afferent functions we enumer- 

ate the following: seeing, tasting, feeling, 
hearing, smelling, intuition and inspiration. 
I realize that in the last two named I depart 
from the orthodox classification, but I refer 
to those decisions which we make without 
reason, and to information not actually re- 
ceived through any special sense but which

The efferent functions are enumerated as 
follows: motor, mental, trophic, thermic, 
secretory, excretory and inhibitory: These 
are subject to further divisions, as for ex- 
ample, the sense of feeling is subdivided 
into sense of pain, sense of thirst, sense of 
weight, sense of hunger, sense of pressure, 
sense of p ure, sense of temperature. 

It is well-known to. all physiologists that 
all action of nerves depends upon the excit- 
ability of the nerves that receive the stim- 
lation. It is also known that the reflex 
centers in the spinal chord Must transfer 
the afferent impulse to the-efferent nerves, 
otherwise no-action would be induced. For 
example, we smell food cooking; the affer-. 
ent nerves of the air passages take cogni- 
zance of that. The stimulus is transferred 
to the salivary glands, and as a result our 
mouths water. 

We have come to believe that if the 
nerves are free from any interference, me- 
chanical or otherwise, if they are properly 
nourished and possess norma! excitability, 
and the function of inhibition is properly 
maintained, we shall have normal function 
in any organ existing in its normal histo- 


logical structure.

Most of the Japanese are in Southern 
Manchuria where they have large interests, 
but there are nearly 20,000 of them in Shang- 
hai, and they have large colonies in all the 
other treaty ports. The Japanese in Man- 
churia are mostly along the line of the 
South Manchuria Railway, which they own 
and operate. This road does not-confine it- 
self to hauling passengers and freight over 
its lines, but also runs coal mines, iron 
mines, and other enterprises. Japanese in- 
dividuals and corporationg have also gone 
into mining, industrial, and commercial 
sehemes in Manchuria and form an impor- 
tant element in the trade and development 
of that region. 
Japanese Cotton Mills | 

HE Japanese own many of the new fac- 

tories in China. They are doing a large 
part of the cotton spinning and weaving 
here, beside selling the Chinese great quan- 
tities of cotton goods made in Japan. At 
Shanghai they have almost half the number 
of spindles and looms which are now work- 
ing, and own cotton milla in other cities 
besides, 

The manager of one large Japanese mill, 
which has 40,000 spindles, pays his hands by 
piece work at such prices that they can 
make on the average about 24 cents for 
eleven hours’ labor. He me that it was

The number of its employees in Shanghai 
alone is about 1600. 

In the mill I visited I found both English 
and American machinery used. It is run by

at Shanghai, and every 400 spindles have a 
‘separate motor, thus doing away with the 
forests of belting in the less modern mills. 
The chief business of this mill is spinning 
yarn which the people in the-interior weave 
dnto cloth on the tens of thousands of hand 
looms still used in China. 

In Shanghai the Japanese have about 1000 
children in schools of their own, and they 
have a college here for training Japanese 
to do business in China, or to enter the Japa- 
nese consular service. Tung Weng College 
was founded in 1900 by a Japanese prince 
who hoped it would help to promote better 
relations between the Chinese and Japanese. 
It has graduated more than 1500 students 
Who have had an important influence upon 
both China and Japan, and many of whom 
are working in China.

Like the Japanese, most of the Russians 
are in Manchuria, and chiefly in the north- 
ern part of that region. They are sprinkled 
along the line of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way, the concéssion for which was granted 
to the Czar. The number of Russians living 
in Harbin gives it the largest white popula- 
tion of any city in Asia. There are also a 
number of Rusisans in the tea trade at Han- 
kow. Hankow is the chief center of the tea 
business, and Russia has long been the larg- 
est single buyer of low-grade China tea, put 


up in the form of little bricks. In other trips 


te China I have visited the factories whero 
the tea leaves are ground to powder by 
sweating cooles, and then pressed into Iit- 
‘tle cakes, or bricks. Since the Bolshevik 
revolution, there have been many Russian 
refugees in China and there are still some 
2000 of them living in Shanghai. They are a 
great problem, for they have almost no prop- 
erty or means of subsistence and freque 
lotteries and other charity affairs are he 
for their benefit. } 
Until the World War the Germans wero 
especially active in China, where their in- 
terests entered largely in the port of Tsing- 
tao on the Shahtung Peninsula, which they 
held under lease. They went further than 
most other foreigners in China in learning 
the Chinese language and establishing direct 
trade relations with the Chinese people. By 
thus cutting out the usual middle men em- 
ployed by foreigners doing business ir. 
China, they were able to buy native prod- 
ucts cheaper and sell their own goods to bet- 
ter advantage. They’ succeeded to a consid- 
erable extent in making the Chinese give up 
their natural vegetable dyes and buy in 
large quantities the artificial indigo and 
other .clors produced in Germany. It was 
also the Germans who started the hair-net 
industry in Shantung. In the Workd War, 
Japan drove them out of Tsingtao, taking 
dover all their properties there, while China, 
when she entered the war on the side of the 
Allies, picked up everything German outside 
of Shangtung. The Germans, however, have 
to some extent re-established their trade 
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with China and there are more than 2000 of’ 


them in the country today.

Taft's ranch in Orange county has long been 
the Mecca of students of subtropical fruit 
culture, both amateur and professional, the 
public as a whole has been ignorant of his 
contributions to horticultural knowledge, 
although these have enriched not only our 
own orchard industry but that of countries 
bordering the seven seas. His interest has 
extended to practically all of the fruits of 
semitropical countries, and growing on his 
home place may be found avoeados, loquats, 
Japanese persimmons, guavas, fetjoas, chert- 
moyas, white sapotes, the Carissa or Natal 
plum and other fruiting plants of lesser im- 
portance, in the introduction of all of which 
to Southern California he has played an 
important part.

His interest in the loquat was first | 
aroused in 1884 when a number of seedling |

The Karly Red, as its 
name implies, comes in very early in the |

standard Southern California, where lo- 
quat culture has not expanded very greatly, 
but are now planted throughout the world 
wherever the loquat is grown.

AVOCADO ENTHUSIAST 


It was In 1898 that the first avocado tree 
was planted on the Taft place. It was fol- 
Jowed by two others in 1899. The tree now 

. Known as the “Taft” that was destined to 
occupy a prominent place in attention and 
public favor was set out in 1900, being grown 
from a seed out of a fruit secured from the 
old Ludwig Mathews market in Los Ange- 
les. The fruit had been shipped in from 
Mexico and was too ripe for eating so that 
no fair idea was gained concerning its quali- 
ties. This tree began bearing at the age of 

nine years with a crop of six fruits. As it 
increased its crops, public attention was 
drawn to it; the commercial possibilities 

- of the avocado were at that time (1913-14) 
just beginning to be appreciated. Nursery 
trees were budded from it and many e- 
tensive plantings were made. The tree has 
increased its production steadi'y, having 
produced several crops of 600 to 700 fruits. 
In 1923, it bore about 1200 fruits. The 1924 
crop was light, but at the present time the 
tree is carrying over 3000 fruits. The Taft 
fruit is of a medium shade of dark green 
color, pear-shaped, and ripens from April 
to September, according te locality and sea- 
son. At Orange, it is at its best in May. 
It weighs about a pound and is unusually 
fine in quality, being one of the very vere 
fruits on the market today. 

Those who planted out young trees in 
those earlier days have been disappoiuted 
in many cases because of the long wait be- 
fore bearing commenced. In other cases 
‘fruits have been borne the fourth year. The

Sagat Beet Industry Only Asks Chance 
to Get on Its Feet 


By JOHN E 


XNARD.—If the poltiticians will just 

leave the beet-sugar industry alone it 

will stage a good comeback. Some fit. 
teen years ago sugar beets were one of 
the most popular crops in this valley. When 
Wilson was firat elected President one of 
the campaign cries was against the sugar 
trust. In the tariff tinkering which followed 
his election no distinction was to be made 
between domestic beet sugar and imported 
cane sugar. 

A very hard fight was put up by the beet 
sugar companies and some of the far-sight- 
ed farmers. But a majority of the growers 
looked upon it as a good joke upon the fac- 
tories. As a result of this fight, some slight 
protection was given the domestic product. 
The beet-sugar companies evidently feeling 
that they had been caught between the devil 
and the deep sea—political intrigue on the 
one hand and agricultural indifference on 
the other—made a reduction of 75 cents 
per ton in the then very low price paid the 
growers. The cut in the price and the gen- 
eral waning of the tonnage, brought about 
by lack of fertilization and proper rotation, 
gradually made beet culture quite unpopu- 
lar. During the past few years many fac- 
tories have been closed and the production 
of the local factory has reached some very 
low levels. The sugar-beet is one crop that 
we cannot afford to lose, It is the crop that 
built up the wonderful agricultural strength 
of Germany and in this country carries bet- 
ter agricultural methods, more business and 
dairying in its wake. It has done that in 
this valley and is doing it everywhere. 

During the past few years the factories 
have been cutting down their overhead 
and adding to the efficiency of their plants 
until now, with s skilled<labor, they can 
get -better results and more sugar. This

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Hopewell is going over his herd selecting 
forty head of young brood sows for future 
breeding, the intention beimg to materially 
merease his herd. 
Many hog raisers assert that it is almost 
impossible to raise hogs at a profit unless 
it is done in conjunction with a dairy where 
the pigs can have plenty of milk, or where 
milk can be purchased at a reasonable price. 
Mr. Hopewell says he has demonstrated 
that this is a fallacy. His pigs are fed no 
milk whatever. He agrees, however, that 
milk is a valuable hog food, but says u& 
must be fed with grain, or the pork will not 
be of the best quality. 


Mr. Hopewell asserts that many hog rais- 
ers make mistakes and lose money because 
they do not look after the cleanliness and 
comfort of their hogs. When his pens be- 
come muddy and filthy they are cleaned out 
and fresh soil is hauled in. He considers 
soil better both for winter and summer than 
straw, the common bedding for pigs. He al- 
ways sees to it that his pigs have plenty of 
clean water to drink. Immediately after 
weaning is a critical period in the life of a 
pig, says Mr. Hopewell. It should be fed 
with care as it is prone to contract a num- 
ber of diseases. He feeds a commercial 
pig meal and seldom loses a young pig. 

After the pigs grow older they are fed 
soaked grain and are allowed to run in the 
alfalfa till seven months of age. For the 
next two months they are given all they 
can eat of soaked milo and barley, and they 
are ready for the market at nine 22 
At this age they weign from 160 to 
pounds, a desirable weight for a bacon pig. 

Mr. Hopewell says expensive barns and 
corrals are not necessary in Imperial Val 
ley. Pens here should have good roofs for 
shade in summer and shedding the rain in 
winter, he declares, and be so arranged 
that the animals are protected against the 
cold west winds of the winter months. 

It is important that the -hog raiser should. 
grow his own grain and green feed, he 
says. Corn and barley are easy crops to 
produce im the valley and Mr. Hopewell 
says there is no better hog feed. 
rience shows that best results are obtained 


by soaking the grain before feeding. His 
ranch consists of eighty acres.

to Irrigate 


At a recent series of field demonstrations 
given by the agricultural extension service 
of Los Angeles county under the auspices 
of the walnut growers, department of the 
farm bureau, W. B. Hooper, walnut ex- 
tension specialist, urged growers to ex- 
amine their soils as to their moisture con- 
tent to determine whether they should ir- 
rigate. Mr. Hooper stated that the dryness 
of most walnut soils, following the long 
period of drought was shown this fall in 
a premature shedding of leaves. 

According to Mr. Hooper, this premature 
shedding of leaves tends to weaken the 
trees. The drought he said, dried up a large 
percentage of the feeder roots, which must 
be replaced before the trees can function 
normally again. The loss of the leaves be- 
fore their normal time he added, prevents 
the manufacture of a sufficient amount of 
plant food to properly mature the wood 
and to store up an excess for the next sea- 
son's crop and growth, conditions manifested 
in a diminished crop. 

Most growers, Mr. Hooper stated, wait 
too long for rains, whereas the desirable 
practice would be to consider the rains as 


irrigate as soon as the crop is harvested. 
With an average rainfall of 15 inches, he 
said, it could not be expected that soils, 
except the very sandy ones, would be filled 
up until the latter part of the rainfall sea- 
Some of the heavier soils he added, 
would even then be dry at four to six feet. 

“Soils,” the specialist said, “should be 
filled up with water at least to a depth of 
four or five feet at the beginning of the 
season, or soon after the crop has 
harvested. This really results in a

approximately $10,000,000. Association of- 
ficials recently expressed the belief that the 
second pool would be cleaned up with such 
rapidity that payments could be made to 
the growers before Christmas.

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EW progressive farmers have in the 
past experimented with cotton in the 
San Joaquin Valley. but the average 
San Joaquin Valley farmer of ten years ago 
thought of cotton, if he thought of it at all, 
as a Southern crop that could be grown 
only under a southern sun by experienced 
cotton growers and with cheap labor. If 
there were any farmers who really thought 
cotton might be grown commercially in the 
valley, their convictions were not strong 
enough to influence them toward experi- 
menting with the crop on a large scale and 
later on those few farmers who did plant 
cotton, were laughed at and in many cases 
criticized for raising a crop which, k was 
expected, would bring about poor living con- 
ditions in the section. Yet several years 
after the drt experiments, we find the San 
Joaquin cotton farmer producing as much or 
more cotton to the acre than any other cot- 
ton farmer in the United States and produc- 
ing it at a lens cost per pound than the 
southern farmer. . 
At the present time, Kern county is pro- 
ducing more cotton than any county in the 
valley. Im the past it has also averaged 
the greatest production per acre. Kern, 
with 15,000 acres of cotton, produced 15,000 
bales this year, ranking higher than any 
county in the United States in production 
per acre. Cotton has been in Kern county 
for seven years, and although Kern is one 
of the richest oil centers in the United 
States, the people of the county were as- 
tounded last year at the remarkable show- 
ing made by the cotton industry. The busi- 
ness houses of Bakersfield, which have in 
the past looked only to the oil trade for 
ready money, are finding the cotton farm- 
er the patron who can pay his bills in cash. 
Last year the cotton industry brought into 
the county $560,000. This year it will 
bring in nearly $3,000,000, it is believed. 
The question is often asked how cotton 
actually was started in the Valley. The 
United States Department of Agriculture did 
it. The department has carried on experi-
